““At least,”” he continued, “no ac- 
counts were submitted In response to 
the request of the department until 
the interchange of correspondence 
on the subject promised to reach an 
acute stage.” 

The audit was originally asked for 
by Chairman Hurley, Comptroller 
Warwick explained, but was de- 
clined because of the limitations im- 
posed on the Treasury by law until 
July 1, 1918, when Congress directed 
the Secretary of the Treasury to 
make the audit. 

‘While there was no reason to im- 
pute other motives the delay 
than those always afforded by the 
difficulties of bringing order out of 
conditions hitherto required to be 
orderly in accordance with given 
standards,” the Comptroller contin- 
ued, “the situation presented began 
to look like a disregard of the law. 
however excusable. Consequently I 
viewed it as a duty devolving upon 
my office to recommend to the Sec- 
retary the Treasury that some 
action be taken to exact compliance 
with the law.” 

Differences of Opinion. 

Differences of opinion arose be- 
tween the treasury auditors and the 
fleet corporation, Comptroller War- 
wick said, over the corporations 
practice of auditing accounts before 
payment, a method which was looked 
on with disfavor by the treasury. 

“Apparently the audit before pay- 
ment was satisfactory to the officers 
charged with the responsibilitr,’” he 
stated. “Under the system em- 
ployed it would seem that evidence 
in support of disbursements was not 
required to accompany vouchers in 
all cases, and. presumably, such evi- 

- dence was left in the hands of con- 
tractors and other payees, even if 
submitted in’ due form to resident 
and traveling auditors. That it was 

'so submitted is not evidence before 
the treasury, and would mean little 
if shown conclusively 

“A prior knowledge on the part of 

Lcorporation officers, unsupported b)5 
papers of record, would not establish 
@ reason why an audit by the treas- 
ury after payment should follow 
blindly an audit by corporation offi- 
cers before payment. By its action 
in requiring a treasury audit it would 
seem that the Congress sought to 
have the facts. seo far as possible, 
presented to the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the completed record of 
operations placed in the files of the 
departments.”

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 20.—On 
the fiftieth anniversary of the or- 
ganization of the Denver & Rio 


Grande Railroad Co., all the proper- 
ts and holdings of the organization 
were sold today to three men rep- 
resenting the Western Pacific Rail- | 
road Corporation, for $5,000,000. 
The purchasers also assumed obliga- | 
tions of the Denver & Rio Grande 
umounting to $141,175,000. 

The sale completely wipes out the 
stock of the Denver & Rio Grande, 


amounting to $87,775,670, according | 


to John F. Bowie of New York, gen- 
eral counsel for the Western Pacific, 
and one of the three purchasers. The 
others associated with him were 
John B. Marsh and Ralph M. Ark- 
ush, both of New York. 

The road was sold to satisfy a 
judgment of $36,000,000 obtained by 
the Equitable .Trust Co. of New 
York as trustee for holders of bonds 
issued by the Western Pacific Rail- 
road Co. and guaranteed’ by 
Denver & Rio Grande. The sale is 


subject to confirmation by the 
I'nited States District Court. 
Following the sale Bowie an- 


nounced that although the Western 
Pacific Railroad Corporation now 
owns the Western Pacific and the 
Denver & Rio Grande railroads, 
lines would be operated separately.

Coroner Rudolph §S. Vitt, who re- 
tired from public office yesterday 
_to make way for Dr. Edward Rich- 
‘ter, the successful candidate for that 
|office at the recent election, issued 
'a statement acknowledging the co- 
|operation of all persons and organ- 
‘izations, particularly the local Safe- 
'ty Council, which has assisted in im- 
‘proving the industrial and public 
highway conditions in the interest of 
‘public safety. The Coroner-elect 

| will take office tomorrow. 

“During the four years prior to 
my becoming Coroner,” said Dr. 
'Vitt, “‘there was an annual average 
increase of 65 inquests per annum. 
If this same ratio of increase had 
continued during my term, I would 
have had 2048 more inquests, each 
‘representing a human life. 

“This reduction in inquests is re- 
-markable in view of the tremendous 
increase of public highway hazards 
|due to motorized traffic and _ in- 
/creased population. The number of 
| inquests to date this year is 535 less 
than the same period four years ago. 
This is largely due to the splendid 
|work of the Safety Council which 
has devoted so much time to educat- 
ing the public and industries in the 
principles of safety and accident 
elimination.” 
| In the four years of his term of 
office there were 521 homicides, 570 
|suicides and 1614 deaths from acci- 
dents.

Advertised by Circulars. 

As suggested by school principals 
in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, the

. Teachers’ Association, which pro- 
posed to make the occasion a test of 
whether the community center idea 
could be successfully developed 
there. Accordingly, circulars were 
printed, describing the nature of the 
event, and these were distributed 
‘throughout the neighborhood and 
_given to students to take home. 

People began arriving as early as 
7 p.m. By the time the school or- 
chestra began its 30-minute concert 
at 7:30. the lower floor of the audi 
torium ‘was filled, and at 8 o'clock

“When the young brave returned 
from Carlisle with his new ideas and 
his civilian clothing, what happened? 
Why, the very thing vou would ex- 
pect. The old chiefs gave him one 
long, disapproving stare, and _ told 
him to go way back and sit down. 
And he hid his derby hat behind him 
and went away back and sat down, 
just as would happen if a young 
white man came back to his folks 
and tried to get them to give up all 
their old notions and adopt his new) 
ones. 

“That illustrates the need of get- 
ting the Indians out among the 
whites. That will bring the quick 
disintegration of the tribes, and the 
absorption of the Indians by the 
general population,” 

He said the adaptability of the In- 
dians to new conditions was shown 
during the war, when 17,000 Indians 
were in the service. It was he, he 
said, who prevailed upon the War 
Department to abandon the plan to 
form Indian Fregiments, and induced 
the department, instead, to distrib- 
ute Indian soldiers among the white 
regiments. As a result, 
Indians won their 
Share of commissions, and were 
made noncommissioned officers in 
the same proportion. 
As an instance of the ousting of 
Indians from their lands, he said 
the Government treaties with the 
Cherokees, Chickasaws, Creeks, 
Choctaws and Seminoles’ provided 
that they should occupy their lands 
‘as long aS grass grows and water

Roles of Glands Established. 

And some of the ordinary glands, 
besides pouring their principal secre- 
tions into’ their specific ducts, have 
other secretions that are absorbed 
by the blood just like those of the 
ductiess glands.

Shrewd adventurer, taking advantage of general resentment against 
post war prices, succeeded in arousing customers against merchants 
and making money out of both sides in the controversy — Tour 


across the country resulted everywhere 


IE AMERICAN LEAGUE 
AGAINST PROFITEERING! 

Many persons have never 
heard of this particular out- 
growth of the clamor against 
high prices. In that case they 
® have missed something. For, 
under cover of symbolic titles 
similar to the one mentioned, 
certain shrewd’ individuals 
have “cleaned up” handsomely 
in various cities by playing the merchants and their 
customers against each other and pocketing resultant 
profits themselves. 

One man in particular developed “league” work to 
such a fine point that he left a trail clear across the 
country and is still well remembered in some of the 
smaller cities. 

Six or eight months ago this blithe adventurer was 
loafing about New York wondering where a winter's 
sustenance might be coming from. Times were lean 
with him and prospects dreary. The city seemed to 
offer little chance of easy money—the only sort with 
which this young man bas any acquaintance. So he 
turned his eyes westward and shortly took his stepg 
in the same direction. 

One morning last spring this blithe rascal (let us 
call him Jones for convenience) arrived in a Pennsyl- 
vania town of moderate size and went presently to a 
newspaper office where he paid for the following ad- 
vertisement: 

WANTED—Young American veterans to aid 
in fighting the profiteers. Come in uniform 
or’ Easy canvassing. Good pay. Apply 
American League Against Profiteering. 
Juvmas Jones, grand commander, 111 Blank 
Building. Tuesday between 9 and 11 o'clock. 

A few minutes earlier the same Thomas Jones had 
rented desk room in the Blank Building. A little 
later he appeared at the shop of a job printer and gave 
an order for a small amount of stationery, with “The 
American League Against Profiteering” largely dis- 
played in type and the grand commander, Thomas 
‘ones, not overlooked. 

These details attended to, Jones set out to enjoy the 
fine weather and to wait for morning. He sauntered 
about the town with his eyes open. At dusk he per- 
nitted himself the best dinner the hotel afforded. 
Atte werds he settled himself into a big chair in the 
robby and considered. 

This little scheme he was about to put into operation 
Wm» >: ‘without antecedents. Indeed, Thomas Jons 
haa lerived the idea from the old trading-stamp zame, 
in. which he had figured in earlier years. It was .u8- 
tomary with trading-stamp magnates to go to mer- 
chants who had slow or unsalable stocks in their cel- 
lars and to point out to the shop keepers how these 
stocks might be moved. The plan was simplicity itself. 
The merchants advertised _a cut-price sale. He listed 
a lot of goods at fair prices and had .dodgers or 
handbills printed and distributed announcing his sa:e 
and the fact that he gave Mauve Trading Stamps. At 
the bottom of the bill, in extra-sized type was this 
legend: 

“Special.—Extra fancy XXXX brand French peas; 
regularly 35 cents. In this sale tomorrow onty—27 
cents. Ten Mauve Treading Stamps with each can.” 

These peas had been in the shopkeeper’s cellar for 
two years. They were particularly unsalable.. But the 
trading stamp man had shown the merchant how to 
move them. Their regular price was 25 cents and not 
35. A couple of cents were added to the price to 
cover in part the value of the trading stamps which 
were given as an inducement to gullible women. And 
the peas moved. 

This bit of merchandising methods was 
about to be applied in a new and elab- 


orate Way. 

At 9 o'clock the next morning 
Thomas Jones found 20

‘ HEN a noted artist disposes of one of 
his paintings does he thereby lose pro- 
prietary interest im the camvas as a 
work of urt?

For August John, celebrated portrait paint- 
er, has become tnvolved in litigatien with Lord Lever- 
hulme, Britain's largest employer of labor, over what 
he terms mutilation of the likeness he painted of the 
peer.

The portrait in question was painted at the special 
request of Lord Leverhulme, who is known as En- 
glands “soap and fish’ multimillionaire and who at- 
tracted great attention while on his trip through this 
country last rear on account of his views on the labor 
question. 

August John accepted the eommission for painting 
the likeness and duly delivered_a portrait of Lord 
Leverhulme, seated in a chair with his hands resting 
idiy on his lap. There was no dispute over the like- 
ness. But the peer decided that it would look better 
if eniy the face and neck appeared. 

Accordingly, he had the canvas reduced by cutting 
out the head to a point just above the chest, leaving 
the face and the old-fashioned stock in which he had 
chosen to be painted as the soleportions to be 
framed 

What many persons believe is the crux of the whole 
situation then occurred. The persons to whom he 
had intrusted the work of removing the head from 
the canvas, through some misunderstanding, boxed up 
the mutilated remainder and sent it back, not to the 
Leverbulme offices, but to the studio of the artist.

Now, Lord Leverhulme, although of 
undoubted genius in business, in 
which be started as a grocer's clerk, 
bas a reputation for doing things in 
a “go-ahead” sert ef fashion that has 
trequentiy aromsed protests. A couple 
of years azo be purchased two islands 
off the Scottish coast and the fashion 
in which he set about “improving” 
those places has already involved him 
in litigation with the British Govern- 
ment. A hearing in the case was held 
Oct. 4 last. 

Accordingly, Artist John is probably 
mot to be blamed for his supposition 
that some unusual affront wes intend- 
ead to him when his canvas “with the 
soul removed” suddenly reappeared be- 
fore his vision. 

Lord Leverhulme started life as Wil- 
liam Hesketh Lever. He commenced 
as errand boy for a grocer, and when 
he was 25 had worked his way to an 
assistant’s position, had saved some 
money and had been married three 
years. On one of his half-holidays, 
while on a trip to Hindley, he noticed 
a wholesale grocery business for sale, 
on which the proprietors were willing 
to accept a small initial payment. He 
bought the property deciding that it 
would be a good place from which to 
push the ezle of a smal! soap tablet he 
had invented in 1874. A study of the 
advertising columns of publications at 


that time will show the dearth of toilet 


requisites in England as compared to 
today, and the huge manufactories of 
England were turning out soap in the 
same stereotyped designs and scents 
that had prevailed for years. In fact, 
antiquity in recipes was one of the proudest boasts of 
the manufacturer of the day. Modern methods of seap 
making were scoffed at. 

Young Lever saw the possibilities in the market, 
borrowed enough money to start a small factory, and 
by 1891 was making clear profits of $250,000 yearly. A 
short time later he refused an offer of $3,009,000 for 
his property. Today, his business is capitalized at 
$500,000,000 and “Port Sunlight,” his vast factory site, 
where he turns -out soap, is one of the best known 
manufactories of the sort in the world. It is just op- 
posite Liverpool. 

Possibly the peer’s reputation for quick action may 
have impelled Artist John to resent his handiwork be- 
ing treated so cavalierly when he might not have ob-

jected to reducing the picture himself, had he been 
consulted. 

His attitude in the matter is strongiy upheld by 
artists in England and this country and several St. 
Louis portrait painters, when asked for their opinion 
in the matter, stated emphaticaliy that John had a per- 
fect right to object to any alterations in his handiwork 
unless he made them himse't. 

The consensus of opinion in the lecal artists’ col- 
ony seems to be sized up by Edmund H. Wuerpel, di- 
rector of the art museum of Washington University, 
who believes that John is well within his rights. 

“If Lord Leverhulme cut out the head trom the por- 
trait, he had no right te show it as John’s work,” he 
said, “as it in no-sense represented the finished master- 
piece that John had created, but only a fragment— 


~ gpd this fragment may not be trpical of the artist's 


work when shown without the background and the 
perspective for which he designed it 

“Any artist would object to such treatment. Lord 
Leverbulme is not showing John's work. He is ghow- 
ing a portion of it that the artist may regard simply as 
a caricature. 

“This proprietorship of the artist does not extend 
to any physical interest in the picture, you must wun- 
derstand. so far as the actua! possession of the canvas 
is concerned. Lord Leverhulme could have sold the 
portrait or destroyed it if he wished, for the physi 
property was his 

“But the reputation of an artist has a distinct stanc 
ing in the courts of law. And Mr. John has a perfec! 
right to question whetber his reputation oe been 
jured by the mutilation of his painting and i 
exhibition as a sample of his work. 

“I. cannot recall any exactly parallel case in art 
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‘circles. But I remember that the artist, Whistier, once 


painted a portrait of Lady Eden that Lord Eden re 
fused to accept as it stood. There was a case of like 
ness and treatment involved, I believe, and litigation 
followed. Whistler, I believe, was awarded some smi! 
nominal sum in damazes. This was in 1893 or 15/4 

Artists im general take the same attitude concerning 
John's right of protest. Im the meantime, while Pri' 
ish art circles are viewimg the suit from esthetic 
grounds, the social world of London is really vastly 
amused over the entire proceedings in the hope that 
when Lord Leverhbulme is called to the stand he will 
take some at titnde that will be unconventiona! emougch 
to be of interest. 

So London is waiting in quiet amusement for the 
outcome of the litigation.

OW the Rev. and Mrs. Roger

missionaries to the Belgian 

Congo, marched for more than 

100 miles through the jungle 

\ country of Africa, carrying 

their young baby in a meat 

safe and receiving everwhere kindly treat- 

ment from natives, who are admittedly can- 

nibals, is being graphically told by the 

couple, who have returned to this country 

on leave. They were in the heart of Africa 

for five years, in the region beyond the Cape 
to Cairo railroad. ° 

This march, through one of the most 
densely wooded regions of the Dark Con- 
tinent, trave:sing districts where they were 
entirely out of touch with civilization, with 
a young baby as an added care, was an ex- 
perience which any person might dread. 
The Guptills were not dismayed, however, 
and cheerfully, intrusting themselves and 
their infant to the savage tribes, they found their con- 
fidence upheld and reached the seaport in safety. 

But Mrs. Guptill, who is now staying at Tilton, N. 
H., admits that when the native carriers first came 
to take charge of her baby, which was suspended in 
its ‘‘meat safe’ of wire netting on a pole, carried be- 
tween two mén, her heart misgave her. 

“No one had ever carried a baby through Central 
Africa in a meat safe before,” she said, ‘and we had no 
precedent to follow. In that country, where ice is 
unknown, a meat safe is simply a box with sides and 
top made of wire netting. This keeps off flies and al- 
lows the air to circulate. 

“We reatized that to march through the insect-in- 
fested country with the baby unprotected would be to 
sign its death warrant—for its tender skin could not 
have resisted the constant attacks of stinging and 
blood-sucking insects. So we decided to use a provi- 
sion case, or a meat safe. 

“We put a mattress from the baby’s crib in the bot- 
tom of one of the safes, closed the lid of netting over 
him and there we carried him throughout the entire 
trip. Although the tset-se fly, so deadly to cattle, is 
not supposed ordinarily to attack man, we feared that 
it might be attracted by the baby and took every pre- 
caution when he was removed from his ‘cage.’ But he 
escaped without injury. 

“The first time the natives took complete charge 
of the baby, I was much afratd. They have been more 
or less cannibalistic since time began, and although 
some tribes were presumably reformed, they were still 
uncertain quantities. The box was padlocked, to be 
_, sure, and I carried the key. But that would have done 
no good if the natives had decided to break open the 
fragile cage. Moreover, I could not help wondering 
what the carriers thought -when they looked at the 
baby, and I was always more or less nervous.’ 

Yet, although the Guptill caravan was the first to 
go over that particular trail since the disappearance 
of another expedition that had attempted the same 
route a few vedrs before, they rece'ved kindly atten- 
tion from the natives Their presence in the heart 
of wildest Africa was evidently known -to all the sur- 
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rounding tribes, by some mysterfous means of com- 
munication which savages have, and their coming to 
a village was always known beforehand. 

This foreknowledge of their coming was a surprise 
to the Guptills at first. In every village they found 
ihe natives waiting fo receive them. One system of 
communication is by drum signals and although it 


‘seems incredible that these can carry to the distances 


through which their warning notes seemed to have 
been sent, the explanation has been advanced by sci- 
entists that the beat of the drums is in such a pitch 
that the natives can distinguish it’: from the ordinary 
sounds of the jungles for miles. Certainly they seem 
able to hear the drums at a distance when the sound is 
entirely inaudible to a white man. 

Sometimes the booming notes of the drums could 
be heard as they neared a village, however, warning 
the natives that a ‘“‘malungu,” or white party, was ap- 
proaching. The natives invariably turned out en masse 
to receive them, and every individual of the party was 
subjected to the closest scrutiny. The party had taken 
along some bicycles, with the idea of riding at times 
when the trail was smooth enough, and these were ob- 
jects of the greatest interest to the natives. The 
Savages considered the caravan of as much interest as 
a circus procession and enjoyed themselves accord- 
ingly. 

Stops at villages always resulted in close attention 
being paid to Mrs. Guptill by the women, especially 
when she let down her long, black hair for combing. 
The native women all have short, kinky hair, and even 
this sparse head covering is kept clipped. 

“Once when I was combing my hair after a hard 
day on the trail,’ said Mrs. Guptill, “a mob of native 
women gathered about, and one big woman, naked 
except for a loin cloth, stalked up to me. 

‘“*How much your husband*pay for you?’ she de 
manded. 

“‘Why,’ I said, ‘nothfng.’ 

“The woman drew up her bare shoulders and took 
on a swagger such as only a child or an African native 
can assume. 

““T come high,’ she informed me. ‘My husband pay 
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The Guptill baby, placed in a meat 
safe of wire netting that was sus- 
pended from a pole borne on the 
shoulders of two carriers, seemed to

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While the missionary party was stopping at a kraal one evening, on the ar- 
duous journey to the Coast, a lion raided the camp and carried off a native, 


four good cows for me—and I! not got long hair like 
you.’ 

“Then she swaggered off to her own hut with evident 
pity at my inability to defend myself for being go 
cheap. She was a lady of quality. 


“The women were kindly enough, however. They 


advised me in what they considered the proper way to 
carry the baby, which, they said, was in a cloth hung 
about my neck. I declined the advice, even when one 
kindly disposed woman offered to tie up the baby in 
the approved fashion for me. 

“In one village, after the usual exchange of presents, 
I gave an old chief—Dibwe was his name—an old 
plaid walking skirt, telling him it was for his fayor- 
ite wife. He was extremely grateful and showed all 


_of his sharply filed teeth in a broad grin as he fingered 


the pleats. I thought the skirt would give one of 
those simple savage women a great deal of pleasure. 
But when the chief called to see me the next morning, 
he was wearing it himself. 

“The women regarded my build as out of all propor- 


tion to my height, and although I would be regarded 


as having a tendency to plumpness here, they named 
me Nakantepa, which means ‘long and thin,’ or, as 
miy husband disrespectfully suggests, ‘skinny.’ He 
himself had various names given to him by the na- 
tives. ‘Bana ba lesa,’ which means ‘Child of God,’ 
and Mefundisi,’ or ‘teacher,’ were the most common. 
On account of his knickerbockers, he was also known 
as ‘kapatulu,’ which seems to mean ‘short dress,’ ‘I 
presume they have no word for trousers.” 

Description of the district through which the party 
passed shows that the trip was not all a pleasure 
jaunt. The caravan went through swamps and around 
morasses, where the brown papyrus grew everywhere. 
Broad veldts, with jungle grass higher than a man’s 
head were then traversed. Rivers had to be forded 
and Mr. Guptill often carried his wife over on his Br 
ders, with the water up to his own neck. 


One of the hardest passages was on a swinging bridge 
made of vines across the Luvoi River, a stream filled 
with crocodiles. The carriers made their way across 
with the utmost difficulty and several lost their loads. 
Mr. Guptill carried over the baby in his arms. 


At the kraal of Kabongo, where they stayed for a 
time, the natives erected a house for them of poles 
smeared with mud for the walls and with a thatched 
roof. This immediately became a haunt for all man- 
ner of vermin, from wood ants to lizards and snakes, 
who sought shelter and dryness within. 

Through all the march, the baby lived contentédly 
behind its screen of wire netting. The swaying mo- 
tion of the meat safe, suspended from the pole between 
the two-carriers, seemed to be pleasing to the elrild, 
and he slept much of the distance on the march. 

When a village was reached, the child immediately 
became a center of interest. The entire population, 
trooping out to meet the arrivals, would have its 
attention held by the mite of white humanity seen in 
his little cage. Then some woman—who had been 
crowded into the background while the lords and mas- 
ters of the villages made the first inspection—would 
see that it was a young baby, and a how! of delight 
would go up. White babies are a distinct novelty— 
in fact, an unknown quantity—in that region, and the 
child seemed to win the hearts of the women. They

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‘Route for St. Louis - Chicago Mail Proves

HE United States air mail service be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago has proven 
itself a practical enterprise. A study of 
“performance,” not during the pleasant 
days of September, but over a period 
which included some decidedly bad 
weather, demonsirates that it is a success. 
In the period from Sct. 1 to Nov. 9, inclusive, the 


service had to contend with nearly all sorts of weather 


conditions except winter’s snow and prolonged cold 
spells. The score for performance, nevertheless, was 
just 95 per cent. 

From Aug. 16, when the St. Louis-Chicago service 
started, until Oct. 1, the perfoymance had been 94 1-2 
per cent, as calculated under ‘the drastic rules of the 
Postoffice Department. It was expected that October 
and early November, which brought weather much 
less favorable, including much fog and seyeral severe 
rainstorms, would show a decided slackening in per- 
formance. However, it did not materialize. 

In fair weather and foul, in breathless calm and 
heavy wind, in dusty drouth and pouring rain, the 
daily plane, with its sacis of mail, has left St. Louis 
in the morning. Only a few times has it been com- 
pelled to circle back, descend and abandon the trip. 
In the-afternoon another plane, which left Chicago 
that morning, has landed in the air mail field in 
Forest Park and “taxied” up to the hangar. 

There its sacks of mail were put into a waiting 
Postoffice auto truck, which usually was on its way 
to the main office at Eighteenth and Walnut streets 
in less than one minute after the airplane had touched 
ground. These Chicago letters have been delivered to 
downtown addresses on the same day they were mailed 
in Chicago. - 

The St. Louis service shows the best performance 
of all air mail fields in the United States, according 
to information which has been received from Wash- 
ington. As yet, however, it has fallen short of satis- 
fying the stringent requirements under which a bonus 
of either 5 or 10 per cent will be paid the personne! of 
a field which attains a certain percentage of per- 
formance. i : 

These requirements are minute and voluminous, since 
each of the various types of plane used in the air mail 
service must be considered separately as to the speed 
demanded for high rating. 

But briefly, the performance is based on the propor- 
tion of starts from the field made within 15 minutes 
of the schedule time; the proportion of tripe in which 
the machine exceeded a certain speed per mile (which 
differs for the various makes); the proportion of trips 
made without other than scheduled landings; and 
the proportion of trips on which there was no Wamage 
to the plane or to the motor. 

These statistics, recorded daily, are assembled by 
quarters, or three-month periods, and the perform- 
ance is figured from the extent to which these differ- 
ent percentages have satisfied the bonus requimements. 
No bonus has yet been paid on any air maii field in 
the country. 

In the period from Oct. 1 to Nov. 9, inclusive, there 
were 24 flying days, with a maximum of 68 trips pos-

did not start at all . How the enterprising village of Smithton will look, after doing its part 


from Chicago. On 
Nov. 1, because of 
thick -clouds and low visibility, the pilots did not 
even “take off,”’ as leaving the ground on a flight is 
called. 

In 34 flying days, St. Louis only sent the mail out 
on a train twice, and from Rantoul only once. Ex- 
cessive fog was the cause. 

Pilots who are making the trips between St. Louis 
and Chicago say that the route is one of the best in 
the United States. Once the plane has gotten some 
20 miles from St. Louis there are practically no woods 
on the rest of the trip, but practically all open coun- 
try and many fields suitable for landing, if necessary. 

Another favorable feature of the =t. Louis-Chicazgo 
air route, say the pilots, is that from St. Louis to 
Rantoul, Ill., where the planes often stop for gaso- 
line or oil, the direction is 45 degrees east of north. 
while section lines are laid out due north and south, 
and east and west. Therefore, the pilot has only to 
bisect the angles in the corners of fields to make 
sure ‘of keeping his direction. The airplane compass, 
due to its rough life, is notoriously unreliable.

Weather conditions were 
good, and frequently a strong wind got behind one 
of the two planes and helped push it all the way across 
Illinois. . 

The 10 trips which were made between Nov. 1 and 
6 inclusive, meaning five trips. from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago and five more the other way, showed an average 
time of 3 hours and 50 minutes, or one-half hour longer 
time than during the miid weather.

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HOW TO SELECT A GOOD KNIFE 


ICKING a good knife or razor is an art known 
only to a few. Even the experienced cutlery 
buyer is taken in occasionally. But there is an 
old rule that the better the polish the better also 
the blade. Not only does the lower grade steel not take 
as high a polish as the higher grade article, but it 
would not pay the makers to expend upon inferior 
steel all the work and time that is required to give 
the blade the fine polish associated only with the best. 

Good steel is not only hard, but it has also an en- 
ergy of its own. The cutting ability of a knife, a 
razor or a pair of shears is derived from the fineness 
of the edge. A fine edge can be produced only on 
steel that is full of life and springiness, because the 
blade must not only cut, but must select the most suit- 
able spot for entering the material. 

A high-class razor cuts the beard without bending the 
finest hair; an inferior razor pulls the hair before 
cutting it, hence the unpleasantness connected with its 
use. 

High-class steel has a voice of its own. The finest 
tuning forks ef olden days were made of the best steel 
possible. So the blade of a knife will speak to you 
when you are able to understand its voice.

On the other hand, if the 
plane showing 70 miles on its speed meter 
aas a 30-mile wind behind it, then the ground 
speed of the plane is 100 miles an hour. | 


To heip the pilot ascertain his ground 
speed over familiar territory is almost as im- 
portant as to help him orient himself when. 
because of fog or storm, he has gotten lost. 

Another suggestion which the air mail 
pilots make, and one which the idiosyncrasies 
of the airplane compass would render most 
welcome to them, is that some of the towns 
erect for the airmen’s benefit, in some con- 
spicuous place, a large arrow pointing north. 
The logical place for it wogd be with the 
name of the town as speciaily painted for 
travelers in the sky.
